(b) Germany's military frontier 
s¢as fixed 50 kilometres east of the 
Ithine, rendering it impossible for her 
fo mobilize other. ‘han between the 
Islbe. and the Weser. 

(c) The treaty deprived Germany 
cf her army, of her qeneres staff, of 
ber war schools. 

(d) Germany’s effectives were re 
duced to 100,000 men and military 
service wae abolished ; the allies, fur- 
¢hermore. had the rigkt to exercise 
a military. control in he empire. 

(e) The German navy had ceased 
to exist: it reposed at the bottom of 
Scalpa Flow or had been incorporated 
su the navies of the victorious powers. 
The war aviation service was sup- 
pressed. Finally, the formidable ring 
of alliances which Germany had estab- 
lished round herself and for her own 
ends collapsed. 

Prior to 1914 Germany had con- 
stituted that Mittleuropa which from 
the Baltic to the Mediterranean, by 
the exploitation of Austria-Hungary, 
Bulgaria and Turkey, had placed 150,- 
000,000 men under Hohenzollern au- 
thority. The gateway to the east was 

cpened via the Bagdad railroad. Even 
lialy followed along. 

"Germany's Post-War Plight. 
> 1919 Germany found herself 
alone. 
berself beside the allies. Austria- 
Hungary had collapsed. From this 
strange amalgamation of peoples there 
emerged Czecho-Slovakia and Jugo- 
Slavia. Poland was reborn. Turkey 
end Bulgaria had gone down in defeat. 
Article 80 of the. treaty of Versailles 
forbade Germany to reinforce herself 
by drawing on Austria. Germany had 
thus been considerably diminished and 
isolated. Young races, full of ardent 
vitality, acted as sentinele on her fron- 
tiers. The triple alliance had seen 
ite day. _Mitteleuropa had vanished. 

Confronted by this bankruptcy and 
annihilation and displaying a daring 
and effrontery which might well serve 
as a lesson to her conquerors, Ger- 
many, without despairing a single day, 
set about reconstituting her violent 
domination of formerly. Perhaps she 
didn’t recommence her naval activity. 
The building and arming of a fleet 
does not lend itself to camouflage 
end concealment. For Germany to 
have laid down cruisers and subma- 
rines she would have had to do so 
under the very noses of England and 
America. And neither the former nor 

the latter was inclined to allow the 
empire on the seas, placed in their 
bands by Sealpa and Washington, to 
slip from them. 

Army Came to Life Again. 

But it was not the same story with 
land armament and power. The treaty 
of Versailles obliged Germany : 

(1) To deliver up her war ma- 
terial by March 10, 1920.

Days of Sentence 


Illinois Governor Commutes 
Sentence of 16 Convicted 
for Syndicalism. 


| Chicago, ‘November . 30.—Freedom 


and Thanksgiving arrived almost si- 
multaneously for William Bross 
Lloyd, wealthy radical; and 15 asso- 
ciates, at liberty today after serving 
eight days of their sentences for vio- 
lation of the Dlinois anti-syndicalism 
act, 

Governor Len Small commuted their 
sentences late yesterday. Shortly be- 
fore 11 o'clock la» night Lloyd and 
the six others sentenced to Joliet pen- 
itentiary for one to five years walked 
from the prison, free men. Three 
hours later the nine men confined in 
the Cook county jail, all sentenced 
to serve one year, werc released. 

Mrs. Lloyd was waiting at the 
prison gates for her husband in the 
family limousine. - 

Lloyd, in giving his impression of 
prison life, said he believed that pris- 
oners who couldh’t maintain friendly 
relations with their guards were per- 
sons who were always in trouble. 

In announcing executive clemency 
for the convicted men Governor Small 
said he was in accord with the dis- 
senting opinion written by Justice Or- 
rii N. Carter, who questioned the 
constitutionality of the law. 

Two men, who ! 1ve not begun serv- 
ing their sentences, were not included 
in the clemency order. They are L. K. 
Katterfield, who cxubled from Rus- 
sia that he would surrender, and Dr. 
O. J. Brown, whos: serious illness 
prevented him from surrendering with 
t'e sixteen. | 

Lloyd, with 39 others forming what 
was known as the left wing of the 
socialist party, was indicted’ in 
March, 1921, and twenty of the mena 
were arrested and convicted in Au- 
gust, 1921. 

From the lower court the case was 
curried to the Illine’s supreme court, 
where the jury verdict and sentences 
were affirmed. 

Dr. Brown, who was a patient in a 
lccal hospital where he had submitted 
to an operation, cied early yesterday 
morning, severa] hours before it was 
announced that the sentences of his 
associates had been set aside.

‘By the Associated Press.)—The 
summary exécution of the former 
members of the Greek cabinet caused 
a sensation here where 24 former gov- 
ernment ministers are awalting sen- 
tence or trial under similar charges. 

Eleven of the prisoners are mei- 
bers of the Radoslavoff cabinet, which 
‘brought Bulgaria into the war on the 
side of Germany, and the other 15 
belonged to previous ministries, 
charged with responsibility for Bul- 
garia’s participation in Balkan wars. 
It is feared the radical agrarians 
will demand the death penalty. 

The American and allied ministers 
in Sofia have appealed to the govern- 
ment without result for the release of 
the members of the Gueshoff, Malinoft 
ard Todoroff cabinets, which includ- 
ead four graduates ot the American 
college in Constantinople. These men 
were charged with “having made in- 
sufficient diplomatic preparations for 
the war of 1912.” 

Under the plebiscite of November 
1¥ last, the Bulgarian people voted 
to try them by a special court con- 
sisting of war wounded and widoys. 
King Boris interceded in tbeir behalf, 
but the government ignored his ap- 


peal, 
It is believed Great Britain and 
other countries will sever diplomatic 


relations with Bulgaria if the former 
officials are executed,

Germany is inno- 
cent of the war; her press and her 
emperor proclaim the fact; her finan- 
clers and economists shout it, after 
having studied the matter intimately. 
The treaty of Versailles is one of bar- 
barity. German statesmen announce 
the fact. France desises the destrue- 
tion of Germany. Germany proclaims 
that it is so. Nor is Germany alone 
in proclaiming such to be the case 
American newspapers have written 
so. They wrote: 

“France is guilty of imperialistic 
crimes toward the German democ- 
racy.” 

Now exactly where, up to the 
present time, has German democracy 
xhibited itself? There exists a re- 
public in name but  imperialistie in 
will and in action. Not a solitary item 
of government or administration has 
been altered. Not an emblem. Not 
a man.

Stone Mountain as 


A World-Wide Wonder 


= 


Editor Constitution: Stone Mountain, in 
the suburbs of Atlanta (if not now, it will 
be some time), has in recent times at- 
tracted almost world-wide attention. 

This is due not only to the fact that 
it is to be carved into a gigantic memorial 
to the southern confederacy, but also be- 
cause it is the greatest piece of granite 
known to be exposed on the earth’s surface. 
The metropolitan press of the country has 
published etriking views of it, taken from 
an aeroplane, and The London Illustrated 
News has made the same photographs fa: 
miliar to ite reader, who are not only to 
be found in Europe, but are rather generally 
scattered throughout the world. 

The present popularization of Stone Moun- 
tain suggests the interest aroused by the 
early descriptions of it, published to the 
world in the first part of the 19th century. 
There is no record of the first discovery of 
this wonder by a white man, but certainly 
it was not generally known before 1826, 
when a short description of it was sent to 
The Georgia Statesman and later copied in 
Nile’s Register, a national journal of poli- 
tics, science and literature. It was only 
five years earlier that this region had been 
ceded by the Indians to the state. The awe 
that fs still cast upon one by viewing this 
tremendous monolith finds a place in this 
description, as follows: 

“There is a lone, solitary rock that lifts 
its awful brow more than a thousand feed 
above all the surrounding objects of the 
wilderness. It looks like the strong tower 
of some antediluvian morarch, who had 
long since gone down into its hidden cham- 
bers, to repose his wrath in the unexcitable 
stillness of a thousand slumbers. Its ex- 
terior is bare and bleak. It is about ao, 
miles in circumference—it is about twice 
ite breadth in length—is, by actual measure- 
ment, 2,226 feet above the surface of the 
creek which flows at its base, and i{« in 
latitude 83, 50 °N., in the county of De- 
Kalb, in Georgia.’’

Cartersville, Ga.. November 30.—

gressman from Georgia’s seventh dis- 
trict, and during the past few days 
when she herself was sworn in as 
a member of the upper house of con- 
gress for one day’s service. 

| Was Husband’s Clerk. ‘ 

“T was Dr, Felton s clerk,” said she, 
serving in that capacity though with- 
out government pay, and doing every- 
tbing I could to aid him in the hard 
work that was forced upon congress- 
men of that time. 

“I can't recall,” continued Senator 
Felton, “many of the famous men who 
served in ‘the United States congress 
and as I stood in the upper chamber 
of the body a few days ago I remark- 
ed to Vice President Coolidge that 
there was perhaps not a man pres- 
ept who was in that hall 47 years 
ngo when a famous tria) was in prog- 
ress.

Today’s Rule—Do not lead suit that 
both adversaries can trump, 

Q. Is it advisable to always pull 
trumps when you get into the lead 
if you are the: declarer? 

A. It all depends whether you 
*| have got the established suit between 
the two hands or if you are the 
dummy have some losing cards which 
should be ruffed up. If so, do not 
pull fme trumps but ruff off all you 
can nod then proceed to lead trumps. 
Generally ‘speaking, : most auction 
players do not start trumps quick 
enough but allow the adversaries to 
make some of’ their small trumps by 
ruffing. Handling trumps and know- 
ing when to lead them requires a 
lot of experience, and only experts 
cffn judge these right. 

Q. West bids one spade. North 
bids 3 hearts. East bids 3 spades, 
South holds Ace, 9, 6, of hearts; 
Queen, 10, 8, 5 of spades; Ace, King, 
7 of diamonds; 9, 6, 4 of clubs. 


‘| What should South do? 


A. South should-bid 4 hearts as 
it is a sure game. It must be a 
peculiarly split hand and probably 
North has not no_ spades. 

I deal and pick up the _follow- 
ing cards: King, Jack, 10, 5, 3 of 
hearts; Ace, Queen, 9, 5, 4 of clubs; 
King, Queen of diamonds; 7 spot of 
spades. Should I bid a heart? 

A. It is on the border line. 
fore, I would bid a club. If partner 
goes no trump, then bid 2 hearts. 
If your partner bid a spade, you could 
then bid one no trump. In this 
way you get the best bid of the two 
compined hands. If you bid a heart 
originally your partner would prob- 
ably let you stay.in, and if he did 
not have one of the other honors, 
possibly you could not go game on the

announced yesterday by Lord Carna- 
vgn specially summoned from Eng- 
land by the explorer, Howard Carter, 
who had been excavating at this 
place with Lord Carnavon for seven 
years but up to the present with little 
success.
